How-
ever, the priest disappeared last night.

Anthony Gullota, a partner of the missing
priest's lawyer, received a letter from Fa-
ther Cirrlnglone to-d- ay which was mailed
last night. In it the pastor said that he
would be unable to keep his appointment
for to-d- ay with Gullota, as he was in great
trouble. The missing priest also wrote a
letter to another friend, which was received
to-da- y, and in which he wrote that he
would be at his friend's office this after-
noon, adding, "if God spares my life."

Interests Is In furtherance of a plan
to secure control of all railroads from the
West to the seaboard, lnoladlng the Balti-
more tc Ohio and eventually the Pennsylva-
nia Railroad. The scheme. It Is claimed, Is
a plain business proposition In which the
syndicate .has . undertaken to secure con-
trol of the greatest tonnage producer In
the world (the United States Steel Corpo-
ration), and provide means for its transpor-
tation as well as for the Immense tonnage
made possible by the advent of the Wa-
bash Into the Pittsburg coal and coke pro-
ducing district.

The article claims that the time Is not
far distant when In Its fight against the
Pennsylvania Railway the Rockefeller-Goul- d

syndicate will have at Its disposal
the enormous tonnage of the United States
Steel Corporation and of the Pittsburg Coal
Company.

FAILURE IN DRY GOODS.

DOUGLAS, Wye, Nov. 14.-- The nine
Sioux Indians who were arrested for par-
ticipating in the fight in which Sheriff
Miller and Deputy Falkenberg, of Converse
county, were killed, were given a prelim-
inary hearing to-d- ay and were discharged
this evening. The testimony showed thatEaglefeather and Black Kettle, who were
killed, fired the phots which killed the off-
icers. One witness declared that Jesse
Little War Bonnet shot at the white men,
but none of thv others could say that any
of the prisoners took part in the flght.
The Indians will be returned to the Pine
Ridge agency.

MORE EMPLOYES OF THE BIG FOUR
WILL BE ARRESTED.

The recent disclosures fn the wholesale
thefts from the Big Four freight trains Is
merely a forerunner of the result of the
Investigation now being conducted by the
detectives, and within a few days many
more freight conductors and trainmen will
be arrested and placed behind the bars at
the police station. The new discoveries
made by the detectives within the last
twenty-fou- r hours have shown - that the
stealing from the railroad has been general
among freight conductors and the rear
brakemen, but the firemen and engineer
have been found guiltless of any wrong do-
ing, as have the front brakemen. At
Brightwood. the home of many of the em-
ployes of the Big Four, the whole suburb
Is in a state of excitement over the recent
disclosures and many houses have been
closed, the wives leaving the city to Join
their husbands, who dare not return to In-
dianapolis for fear of arresL

Several freight conductors yesterday left
their trains before they arrived In the
Br'ghtwood yards and sent their reports to
the yardmaster by their head brakeman.
while they turned their backs on Indian-
apolis and left for parts unknown. The
odor of burning leather and wood could be
detected all over Brightwood night before
last, and the inference drawn by the de-

tectives is that it was the stolen property
burning, was probably correct.

Detectives Holtz and Bray yesterday re-
covered fully a wagonload of stolen mer-
chandise, which they 6ent to the police sta-
tion. Bolts of dress goods, silk waists, new
shoes, hats and caps, and In fact almost
every conceivable article which might be
sent by frelg-h- t were found lying In alleys
and In surrounding stubble fields, where
they had been thrown by persons who
feared to longer keep the stolen property.

BUSINESS DROPS OFF.
James Stevenson, a saloon keeper, who

generally enjoyed a good trade from the
railroad men, said yesterday that his bus-
iness had dropped off 50 per cent, since
the" railroad steals had been discovered,
and he "reckoned" that his best customers
had left town in a hurry.

The lunch counter at the railroad men's
T. M. C. A., which generally does a land-oni- ce

business, scarcely paid expenses yes-
terday, so many of the customers daring
not to return to the city. House after
house in Brightwood has been locked and
practicaly deserted by the families of themen who know that to be seen at home
would mean arrest and conviction fortheft.

Harry C. Edwards, who was arrestedseveral days ago, was yesterday sent to
the county Jail, but he sullenly refuses to
discuss the question of his guilt. Iiis wifewill be arrested to-d- ay by the detectivesas it has been discovered that she disposed
of several articles which were stolen topawnbrokers and second-han- d stores. Fiveor six pieces of valuable cut glass were
sold by Mrs. Edwards to Baker Bros., whoconduct a second-han- d store on EastWashington street, within a stone's throwof the police station. The woman received
110 for the stolen glassware, which she saidhad been given her as a present when shewas married. Later the cut glass was soldby Baker Bros, to u prominent attorney,

MUST KEEP HANDS OFF

COLOMBIANS WILL NOT BE PER-
MITTED IN PANAMA.

United States Has Determined There
Shall Be No Fighting- - Anywhere

In the New Republic.

AN ATTACK NOT PROBABLE

NO ARMY CAN WELL MARCH FROM
v BOGOTA TO THE ISTHMUS.

i

Too Man Topographical Obstacles to
Overcome Attitude of the Admin-

istration Slado Clear.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14,-- The State De
partment has no knowledge of the march- -
ing of any army from Colombia upon the
isthmus and the officials state that were
any such movement in progress it would
certainly be Informed by Its agents In the
south,' the cables being still open. These
officials scout the Idea that any such march
is in progress, as the President of Colombia
Is reported to have described to the Pres-
ident of Ecuador. It Is assumed here that
the "army" said to be marching on Panama
was nothing more than the few men, per-
haps 500 all told, who were about to embark
at Buena Ventura a few days ago when
they were turned back from the isthmus
by notice of the determination of the United
States naval commanders to allow no land-
ings in' that quarter. These troops cannot
reach the Isthmus by water and the off-
icials here are positive they cannot do so by
land. The character of the country is such
that there is no subsistence for an army
on the route of. the wild mountain trails
and the passages through the morasses that
He between Colombia proper and the isth-
mus. Even if there were subsistence, the
trails are so rough that it would require
many weeks or even months for even a
small army to make the journey.

But there are more than physical ob-

stacles In the way of the approach of an
army upon Tanama, The officials do not
care to express publicly their plans, but
enough has been gleaned from the instruc-
tions given to our naval commanders to
make it evident that never again will the
Isthmus become the seat of warfare so long
as the United States government can pre-
vent it. The difference between the present
situation on the isthmus and that which ex-
isted last year, when Commander McLean
prevented armed troops from crossing the
isthmus by rail, is just this: The authori-
ties have now determined to extend the
lines of protection to the railroad. They
will not allow hostile forces, no matter
whether they are Colombian or Panama
troops, to come into collision anywhere
near the railroad, and to prevent such colli-
sions it will be necessary to extend the
neutral zone clear to the north and south
boundaries of the Republic of Panama.
Officials here will not make such a state-
ment publicly. They simply say: "Walt till
the emergency arises," but it is known that
such were the plans of the naval com-
manders, and, as there Is no indication of a
change in these plans, not the slightest ap-
prehension is felt here of the encroachment
of any Colombian army upon Panama. The
United States now has about 2,000 marines
available for use on the isthmus.

NAVY DEPARTMENT ADVICES.
It is said at the Navy Department that

the only news received over night from the
Isthmus of Panama was a brief dispatch
from Rear Admiral Glass announcing the
arrival at Panama yesterday of the moni-
tor Wyoming. That vessel left Acapulco
in company with the cruiser Marblehcad and
the gunboat Concord, but was not able to
keep pace with them and so they parted
company. The other vessels arrived at
Panama several days ago. There are now
seven vessels guardiug the Interests of the
United States on the Isthmus of Panama.
Of these four are on the Pacific side, the
cruisers Boston and Marblehcad, the gun-
boat Concord and monitor Wyoming. So
far as known no other naval vessels except
posMbly colliers or supply ships will be
sent to the west shore of the isthmus for
the present.

On the Atlantic, or east side of the Isth-
mus, are the cruiser Atlanta, the gunboat
Nashville and the training ship Dixie. This
fleet will be reinforced In a day or two by
the battleship Maine and the President's
yacht Maynowcr. Rear Admiral Coghlan,
commanding the Caribbean squadron. Rear
Admiral Walker, president of the Isthmian
Canal Commission, and Consul General
Gudger, who, it is expected, will tx given
diplomatic powers at Colon, are passengers
on the Mayflower. That vessel is. expected
to reach her destination to-morr-ow or
Monday and the Maine should arrive there

BYERS SHOULD HAVE DONE ONE

OF TWO THINGS.

Yardmaster Hicks Was Not Notified

and There Were No Signa!s

on No. 34.

MANY WITNESSES HEARD

SEARCH NG INVESTIGATION HADE

BY THE CORONER.

Verdict Rendered After Going Over

All the Evidence Train Crew

Not at Fault.

After spending two weeks In an Investiga-
tion to fix the responsibility of the wreck
of the Purdue special train Saturday morn-
ing, Oct. 31, examining perhaps one hundred
witnesses on different phases of the matter
and In general probing to the very bottom
of the affair. Coroner Harry D. Tutcwilcr
has decided that Chief Train Dispatcher B.
C. Byers, of Kankakee, 111., Is to blame.

In point of time spent It probably took
longer to sift the mass of facts than in any
previous Investigation. Coroner Tutewller
and his chief deputy, Dr. John F. Gels, gave
the investigation their whole attention,
working night and day in collecting evi-

dence.
CORONER'S REASONS.

Coroner Harry D. Tutewller and Deputy
Coroner Dr. John F. Geis give the follow-
ing reasons for the verdict fixing the re-

sponsibility of the wreck of the Purdue
special Oct. 31:

"The responsibility must be rccd rn the
shoulders of the chief train dispatcher, B.
C. Byers, at Kankakee, 111., because 'it waa
his duty to protect the two special trains
sent out from Lafayette that day, in either
or both of two ways. He should have noti-
fied General Yardmaster John Q. Hicks or
he should have placed signals on the regu-

lar No. 34, which left Lafayette seven hours
and five minutes in advance of the first
special.

"If he had done either the wreck would
never have' occurred. Testimony showed
that It has been invariably the case that
the chief train dispatcher had notified ths
yardmaster of the running of special trains,
not merely to facilitate operations, but for
the protection of these trains. "Witnesses
could not recall a single Instance where the
chief train dispatcher had not given such
notification. John Q. Hicks testified that it
was not a rule of the railroad company that
such notifications should be given the gen-

eral yardmaster, but that It had been the
custom, and he could not recall a variation
from that custom.

COULD HAVE BEEN PREVENTED.
"After his failure to notify Yardmaster

Hicks Chief Dispatcher Byers could have
prevented the catastrophe by placing sig-

nals on No. 34, the regular train from La-

fayette, warning employes in this city that
two special trains running as sections of
No. 34, seven hours late, must be expected,
and the track cleared for them. . This has
been done In some Instances, It was testi-
fied."

No blame was attached by the coroner to
Engineer Shumaker and Conductor John- -
son, of the wrecked train, for the following
reasons, as given by Mr. Tutewller:

"Trainmaster Maloney. of Kankakee, tes-

tified that he was a passenger on the sec-

ond special train. He said that it left
Lafayette fifteen minutes after the first
special and followed it one block distant,
a difference In time of fifteen minutes, all
the way from Lafayette to North Indian-
apolis. The significance of this testimony
Is that the second special would have, un-

doubtedly, run through the city at the
same rate as the first; in other words, both
trains had certain time requirements to
conform to, and the crews of both trains
had every right to expect full protection
and clear tracks. The opinion of General
Superintendent Van Winkle and Division
Superintendent Faquette cannot be con-

curred in for the foregoing reasons."
Chief Dispatcher Byers did one thing

which he was expected to do. He notified
the Union station that the special trains
were coming and the station master cleared
the tracks for them. It was because of this
notification that the Cincinnati, Hamilton
&. Dayton switch engine crew knew of the
approach of the specials, while the Iiis
Four emploj'es had no such knowledge,

Coroner Tutewller Fixes the Blnnte on
Train Dispatcher II j er.

The coroner's verdict In full follows:
"I, II. D. Tutewller, coroner of said coun-

ty, have examined the bixihs of J. C. Coats,
O. A. Drollinger, C. E. Kurr. C. G. Grube.
Jay Hamilton. W. D. Hamilton, It. J. Pow-
ell, B. ITice, E. C. Robertson. W. I. Iloush.
G. L. Shaw. rf. B. Siulbb. S. Truitt, Wil-
liam Bailey, N. it. Howard. 1'atricK Mo
Clair, and heard the testimony of the wit-
nesses, which said testimony is hereto at-
tached.

"inasmuch as the primnry cause of death
is the pame in all the above cases, I have
concluded, in order to obviate the necessity
of a separate finding upon each case, to
make a finding covering the death of all.
The specific cause of the dtath of ench of
said persons is made known In the certifi-
cates hereinbefore set out.

"I find that said persons came to thtlr
deaths by reason of a collision between
switch engine No. 84 and a cut of coal cars
attached, going north on the main track of
the Cleveland. Cincinnati. Chicago & Su
Loul? Railroad Company, and an extra pas-
senger train going south on the same track.consisting: of enslne No. 5jO nt fourteenpassenger cars, whtch cars were filled with
students of the Furdue University and thtlrfriend, among whom Were said deceased
jersons.
